SOLICITOR’S REPORT 


To the Commissioners of Belknap County: 

I beg leave to submit the following report for the 
year beginning January 1, 1922, and ending December 
ul 922: 

At the March term of court three criminal cases 
were pending, all of which were continued. At this 
term nine indictments were returned by the grand 
jury ; one information was filed; one criminal case was 
brought forward; and one criminal case appealed from 
the Laconia Municipal Court was entered. Of the 
twelve new criminal cases six were disposed of, and six 
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were continued. Of the six cases disposed of pleas of 
guilty were entered in five, and a plea of not guilty 
was entered in one, in which case a trial by jury was 
had, resulting in conviction. Two respondents were 
committed to the state prison, and one respondent was 
committed to the county jail. Two state prison sen- 
tences and one house of correction sentence were im- 
posed and suspended, mittimus to issue at the call of 
the solicitor. In the pending civil case brought by the 
county against the City of Laconia the county pre- 
vailed in the supreme court, the city paid the county 
the amount and costs due, and the case was dismissed. 
The pending civil case brought by the county against 
the County of Strafford was continued. 

At the October term of court nine criminal cases 
were pending, of which seven were disposed of, and 
two were continued. At this term six indictments 
were returned by the grand jury; two informations 
were filed; and three criminal cases appealed from 
municipal courts were entered. Of the eleven new 
criminal cases ten were disposed of, and one was con- 
tinued. . In the cases disposed of two respondents were 
committed to the state prison, and one respondent 
was committed to the house of correction; one state 
prison sentence and four jail sentences were imposed 
and suspended, mittimus to issue at the call of the 
solicitor ; two cases were marked not to go forward, on 
payment of costs. The pending civil action brought 
by the county against the County of Strafford was 
continued. 
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There are at present three criminal cases and one 
civil case pending on the docket, the civil case being 
that brought by the county against the County of 
Strafford. 

The progress and disposition of all county cases, 
criminal and civil, are matters of public record, and 
can be ascertained by any citizen at any time.
